Committee ia Appointed to Solicit Con¬ 
sumers—Joint Meeting at 
City Hall. 

Gas and the best way to get it was the 
topic under consideration at the joint 
meeting held Wednesday evening by 
the City Trustees and the executive 
committee of the Board of trade. Mr. 
Gordon, a gas engineer, was present 
during a part of the evening and dis¬ 
cussed some of the problems of con¬ 
struction and operation of gas plants. 
A general discussion was participated 
in by most of those present. 

The deeper the investigation has gone 
and the closer the investigators have 
questioned the more apparent it be¬ 
comes that gas, particularly municipal 
gas, would pay in Sierra Madre. 

Important action was taken in two 
directions by the meeting. Chairman 
Jones was authorized to appoint two 
committees, one to investigate the 
qualifications of several gas engineers 
for drawing up specifications and the 
other to canvass the town thoroughly 
to learn as nearly as possible how many 
consumers could be secured at the start. 

Before any bond election can be held 
it will be necessary to have specifica¬ 
tions prepared showing the purpose of 
the proposed outlay so that the voters 
can learn just what is at issue. 

The spirit prevailing at the meeting 
and that voiced by Mr. Hosmer as guid¬ 
ing the gas committee of the Board of 
Trade was against hasty action. It 
should be distinctly understood that 
none of these active in the matter are 
going at it blind. No action will be taken 
which is not based on the best obtain¬ 
able knowledge of the facts.
